Meet with 

The chief negotiators of 
both Laurentian University 
and the Faculty Association 
failed to address the students 
council as scheduled on 
Tuesday for fear of jeopardiz- 
ing their bargaining proce- 
dures. 

Nicole Loreto, Students' 
General Association Vice- 
President Academic, met 
with Angus Gilbert, from the 
University, and Bob Segs- 
worth, from LUFA, outside 
council chambers moments 
before council sat down at 
5:30. 

Loreto was visibly perplex- 
ed as she reported to SGA 
members shortly after 

"Supposedly they are a- 
bout to reach a settlement 
and they don't want to 
jeopardize anything," she 
said. Loreto explained that 
"up until 4:30 they were both 
coming." 

She commented that she 
found it "weird" that the two

negotiators would refuse to 
meet with council after con- 
firming that they would. 

"I can only tell you what 
they told me," she said. 
"There's not going to be 
anything this week and 
nothing next week." 

Later Tuesday night Gil- 
bert confirmed that, "the 
parties are not very far 
apart," but negotiations had 
not resumed by that point. 

Also that evening Segs- 
worth told Lambda he thinks 
that, "in a week to ten days 
we'll know whether we can 
have a settlement or job 
action." 

He would not comment 
on whether negotiations had 
resumed by that time. 

LUFA membership will 
meet tomorrow to consider 
the plan that their job action 
committee has been working 
on this week It will also give 
its executive further direc- 
tion at that time. 



No Donations, No Buses 



Students' General Associ- 
ation buses may be off the 
roads as early as next week if 
donations do not pick up 
drastically councillors were 
told at Tuesday's meeting. 

SGA President, Barry 
Schmidl, explained that 
despite efforts to encourage 
students to donate the re- 
quired funds were not 
coming through. 

"It looks like its about half 
of what we need," he said. 

Nursing Representative, 
Lisa Lee Webster, suggested 
that the various groups on 
council contribute $90 each, 
the cost of running the bus 
for one day, to help with the 
funding problem. 

Although a motion was 
not passed, Engineering re-

presentative, Nina Reilly's 
suggestion that donations be 
taken at the Carny Free 
Dance met with loud ap- 
plause. 

Part of the problem with 
the donations that are being 
received on the buses is that 
many people are only putting

Student Senator, Paul 
Rollanson, suggested that 
clear containers be used so 
people can see the money. 

"I think the only way 
(donations) will work is with 
peer pressure", he said. 

Councillors scheduled a 
committee meeting at a later 
date to plan a compaign to 
raise money for the buses.

Ontario Student Summer Jobs in Jeopardy 



TORONTO(CUP)-Ontario 
university and college stu- 
dents may feel the pinch this 
summer when they search for 
jobs because the Ontario 
government has disbanded 
an important wage subsidy 
programme. 

The government axed the 
Ontario Youth Employment 
Programme last year, but 
news of its demise was not 
released until early January 
of this year, when provincial 
Liberal leader David Peterson 
issued a communique. 

Peterson primarily blames 
Larry Grossman, treasurer 
and provincial Conservative 
leadership candidate, for the 
programme's cancellation. 
The programme provided a 
$1.25 per hour wage subsidy 
to 53,000 participants last 
year, according to the 
Ontario Federation of Stu- 
dents. 

"Misguided policy and 
clumsy implementation have 
been the hallmarks of the 
treasurer's wholesale realign- 
ment of youth programmes," 
Peterson says in the release. 

OFS information officer 
Michael Connolly says he is 
uncertain if the loss of the 
programme will mean fewer 
student jobs. He says he 
thinks the government will 
i introduce a similar wage 
subsidy in a month that may 
help students seeking work. 



The new programme may 
appear under the banner of 
Youth Works, a programme 
which now provides a wage 
subsidy for "hard-to-employ" 
young people between the 
ages of 15 and 24. Hard-to- 
employ is defined as those 
who have not finished high 
school and have been un- 
| employed for at least three 
months. 

Connolly said the govern- 
ment may redefine Youth 
Works to help young people 
not as disadvantaged as the 
hard-to-employ youths, such 
as students. 

"We have to wait a little 
longer before we can tell if 
the cancellation of OYEP is 
negative or not. We don't 
know if the new system will 
be better or worse," he said. 

"Besides, we don't feel 
that wage subsidies create 
jobs. Because there has been 
such a shuffle of youth 
programmes, it's so hard to 
say whether jobs have been 
lost." 

The government did some 
shuffling of summer job crea- 
tion programmes in Decem- 
ber, when it created Youth 
Works. Until a new pro- 
gramme or redefinition of 
Youth Works is drawn up, it 
will be expected in its current 
form to fill the void left by 
OYEP 

Peterson says in the 



retease that this expectation 
will not help university stu- 
dents, who do not fall into 
the hard-to-employ category. 
"(Youth Works) is of little 
help to the many industries 
where peak summer labour 
demands and the nature of 
the work make summer stu- 
dents desirable employees," 
he says. 

One summer job creation 
programme, however, 

Experience '85, . has been 
saved from budget cutbacks 
so far. Experience '85 is an 
annual programme that 
creates jobs in various pro- 
vincial government depart- 
ments. Connolly says it is the 
only programme that actual- 
ly creates jobs as opposed to 
supplementing wages. 

But Peter Hoi, a student 
councillor at the University 
of Toronto, fears Experience 
'85 may also be on the way 
out. "Maybe the Ontario 
government is waiting for the 
federal government to an- 
nounce what they are going 
to do and then see how much 
they're willing to supplement 
that." 

Announcements concern- 
ing its future will likely be 
made in April, a time when 
most university and college 
students hope to have landed 
a job already, says university 
career counsellor Marilyn 
Van Norman. 
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Ontario Can't Afford Bovey's Recommendations 



The Bovey report is out and it doesn't 
look very good for students. ..or faculty., 
or universities. The Ontario govern- 
ment, on the other hand, will be 
whistling dixie if recommendations in 
the report are implemented since they 
will be getting off virtually scott free.

The only additional source of rev- 
enue to Post-Secondary education pro- 
posed in the report is from students 
Students will be paying in increased 
tuition fees, differential fees, reduced 
accessibility, with fewer summer jobs, 
(or any jobs) available, people just 
cannot afford it. Pushing students 
beyond their means is not the answer. 
The question for sometime has been, 
and still remains, underfunding.

Tuition Fees Only Reasonable Option 



Fellow individuals: 

Whether the recommendations 
recently put forth by the Bovey Com- 
mission will ever by introduced or not 
is, at this point, mere speculation. Of 
course, now that the public has seen the 
results of the commission, the lobbyist 
have put their plans of attack into 
action. However, I should like to point 
out that not all students are violently 
opposed to these recommendations, as 
SCA president Schmidl, (among others), 
would have everyone believe. I strongly 
feel that it's time students (and Cana- 
dians as a whole) should realize that 
they have depended on government 
hand-outs for much too long, and that 
these destructive attitudes of social 
dependence must change. 

We all know that there's a problem in 
the university system. The majority 
seems to feel that this problem is a lack 
of government funding. Unfortunately, 
the Ontario government is operating 
with a rather large deficit, and any hope 
of obtaining more funds from it is 
unrealistic. Also, it's absolutely no use 
going after the federal government for 
funds - what with their leviathan of a 
cancerous deficit, and cutbacks. So, 
what can be done? 

An increase in tuition fees is the only 
reasonable (and viable) option. I am in 
favour of an increase, and the sooner it 
is legislated, the better. (I realize that 
funds are not the only issue here, but 
the others can be accommodated under 
"attitude") 

Here is the attitude problem: stu- 
dents, in general, feel that a post- 



secondary education is a given - 
something that can be taken for 
granted. As a result, you have a 
university system that strives to cater to 
the new academics as well as the ever 
popular socialites. There is no longer a 
well-defined role for the universities to 
follow. If social aspects are preferred, 
then the quality of education invariable 
drops. If academic programs are prefer- 
red, then the student enrolement drops, 
thereby taking a large chunk out the 
annual budget subsidies. 

I believe that being able to attend 
university is not carved in stone 
Anyone who wishes to pursue know- 
ledge at this level should realize that it 
takes a lot of hard work. It's the same 
situation as anything in life: if you want 
something strongly enough, then you 
should be willing to work for it. The 
government's role here is to preserve 
the rights of the individual to be able to 
aspire to anything he wants. This does 
not mean throwing money at a problem 
in an irrational attempt to make that 
problem go away. Nor does it infer the 
denial of individual rights by imple- 
menting collectivist province-wide 
exams. 

What it means is this: that if a 
student really wants to go to a 
university where his program is being 
taught, he should be allowed to make 
and honest attempt at raising the 
necessary funds, regardless of his 
financial background. If he wants to go 
badly enough, he can earn his way. This 
way, only those students who are 
serious about their career plans will 



enrol Thus, the quality of educat 
will improve dramatically, as the unii 
sities' role will be better defined. 

As a society, we have been living 
hand-outs for too long. We exp 
opportunities to be gratuitously giver 
us from government, hence, we t< 
not to depend on ourselves to mi 
those opportunities, or to secure > 
own well-being When we no Ion 
choose to depend on ourselves, we hi 
no reason to hope or to think. When 
can no longer have these, then 
become puppets. ..or collectivists w 
demand non-individuality under I 
pretense of "strength in numbers". 

It's time we realized that self-depi 
dence is the only method of obtaini 
personal success and satisfaction. Si 
say to you, Barry Schmidl, (and yc 
confreres), that your predictable op 
ions on the Bovey Commission's repi 
may reflect those of the majority 
students, but they are a misrepresen 
tion of reality. They are opinions ol 
desperately unknowing collectivist al 
tude that fails to consider an indi 
dual's right to his own destiny. Indee

For the students of Profes- 
sor Uday Singh, the term has 
ended, but the confusion 
remains as they await re- 
sponse to their appeals for 
grade reconsideration follow- 
ing a difficult academic dis- 
pute. 

According to students in 
Math 1931 Professor Singh 
told them at the beginning of 
the academic year that the 
method of evaluation would 
consist of a multiple choice 
midterm and a fifteen minute 



oral final exam According to 
class representative, John Eg- 
gert, this received a mixed 
reception from the students. 
"Ignorance of the proced- 
ures for appealing grading 
framework ended up with 
inaction on the part of the 
students unfortunately. If we 
had realized that the student 
has the right to question and 
indeed demand changes to 
the evaluation procedures 
this whole mess might have 
been averted." 



In November the students 
became aware that a dis- 
agreement had arisen be- 
tween Professor Singh and 
the administration. 

Laurentian Administration 
would not approve the grad- 
ing scheme stating that it 
could be interpreted as sub- 
jective since Singh refused to 
have the exams either taped 
'or attended by a third party. 

In the end students were 
given a three hour written 



exam, in addition to the 
multiple choice midterm and 
oral exam given by Professor 
Singh. 

Each counted for 33 per- 
cent of the students' final 
mark with the oral exam still 
not having attained sanction. 

The procedure drew var- 
ied responses from the stu- 
dents. Of primary concern 
was the format for the writ- 
ten exam which was to be set 
by the math department.

OTTAWA(CUP)-ln their 

latest successful evasion of 
the issues, the four condi- 
dates vying for the leadership 
of the Ontario Progressive 
Conservatives refused to par- 
recent forum on 
uaty education. 

The Jan 7 conference 
where the debate was to take 
place and sponsored by the 
Ontario Confederation of 
University Faculty Associa- 
tions had to be cancelled 
when the candidates rejected 
the invitations. The confed- 
eration represents over 
13,000 professors and librar- 
ians. 

"We wanted to know 
where they (the candidates) 
stand on everything from 
government funding to 
access to students, but it 
seems they aren't interested 
enough," said OCFUA execu- 
tive director Howard Epstein. 

"We keep hearing the 
candidates say the future of 
Ontario is brain power, but 
they seem to be ducking the 
specifics of how they should 
support the development of 
that brain power through 
education," he added. 

Julian Gwyn, president of 
the Association of Professors 
of the University of Ottawa, 
agreed. "It's a disgrace. It 
demonstrates the poverty of 
politics as exemplified in the 
political party we presently 
have here in Canada. This 



(the PC party) is the most 
corrupt organization I know 
and probably ever come up 
against. 

"The reason they chicken- 
ed out is because it's a 
contentious, difficult prob- 
lem to deal with, one with no 
simple answers," said Cwyn. 

"I'm angry, but I'm sadder 
than I am angry," he said. 
"This is a major issue which 
has never been discussed in 
at least the last 20 years. The 
last time, in fact, education 
was discussed to any extent 
was in a 1950 Royal Commis- 
sion. That's pathetic!" 

Epstein said OCFUA will 
make every effort to raise 
university-related issues at 
Progressive Conservative 
forums before the conven- 
tion, but he is not too 
optimistic. 

Only one leadership can- 
didated, Larry Grossman, has 
spoken out on education 
issues. Grossman released a 
35-page policy proposal call- 
ing for tuition fee increases 
of 10 per cent per year over 
and above the rate of infla- 
tion, increased private sector 
involvement in post-secon- 
dary education and a reform- 
ed student aid programme. 

Front-running candidate 
Frank Miller, as well as dark 
horse candidates Roy 
McMurty and Dennis 
Timbrell, have all remained

WATERLOO(CUP)-While 
some University of Waterloo 
students vacationed at home 
during the Christmas holi- 
days, three campus security 
officers broke into their resi- 
dence rooms without search 
warrants. 

The officers removed any 
property they believed to be 
held there illegally, including 
road and government signs 
and cannabis plants. The 
search occurred in the dead 
of the night Dec. 21, 22 and 
23. 

The security staff only 
requested permission mid- 
way through the search, 
which was conducted with- 
out prior knowledge of either 
security director Al Romenco 
or Waterloo president Doug 
Wright. 

Residence warden Ronald 
Eydt granted permission 
when requested, but now 
says "this sort of thing is 
terribly upsetting. ..It sounds 
out of character for security 
to act this way. 

"During the 60s and 70s 
when you smelled marijuana 
in every third room security 



didn't bother us at all", he 
said. 

Security staff formerly 
retrieved signs by asking Eydt 
to demand that residence 
students return them volun- 
tarily. Eydt said this method 
was successful in the past. 

University ombudsperson 
Dean Nadon is undertaking 
an inquiry into the search 
and Eydt plans to form a 
special committee with the 
residence's council, dons and 
tutors to investigate the inci- 
dent. 

A security officer who 
wished to remain nameless, 
said the three officers, 
jokingly referred to as the 
"SWAT" team by some secu- 
rity staff, "took it upon 
themselves to search the 
(residences) in order to re- 
trieve stolen signs." A rift 
among security has deve- 
loped as a result, with the 
staff divided as to whether 
the search should have taken 
place. 

Though president Wright 
expressed "a sense of regret 
that the search was ever 
undertaken," he claimed the 



action was legal. He referred 
to a residence contract that 
provides for searches without, 
warning or warrant, and 
could not make any assuran- 
ces that such an action 
would not happen again. 

"The students demonstra- 
ted an element of irresponsi- 
bility that was evident in the 
quantity of stolen merchan- 
dise removed from the 
rooms", he said. 

Ontario attorney-general 
Roy McMurtry, however, has 
informed a student that the 
officers' action is a "reason- 
able breach" of search and 
seizure laws. 

Student council president 
Tom Allison said he thought 
security acted in an "incredi- 
bly irresponsible manner" 
and hopes that residents will 
be able to charge the force 
with theft. 

Said director Romenco: 
"Government property will 
be returned to the respective 
citiec or ministries. A corpo- 
ration has a right to the 
premises that they own and 
in that regard the search was 
totally legal."

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Visa Students : A Look From Their Side Part Two

As written in last week's 
Lambda, differential fees and 
social adaptation are not the 
only problems International 
students face; discrimination 
is another unpleasant situa- 
tion they have to put up 
with. 

Here at Laurentian discri- 
mination does not seem to 
be too much of a problem. 
The president of Interna- 
tional Students Organization 
(ISO.),- Thomas Wong, 
agrees, "I don't hear too 
many complaints about pre- 
judice from ISO members". 

However, some of the 25 
visa students who were asked 
to comment on the issue said 
that they had been either 
treated badly, harrassed and 
even verbally abused 
because of their race or 
colour. 

"Sometimes I get hasty 
things written on my door 
because my neighbours don't 
seem to like me because of 
my colour and the way I 
dress and walk' , a student 
from Africa said 

A few visa students also 
said that they had been 
harrassed by immigration 
officers. 

A visa student has to go 
through many bureaucratic 
procedures including reports 
on his/her bank accounts 
and many guarantees that 
she/he won't work in Canada 
- in order to get to study at 
Laurentian 

Other foreign students 
indicated that discrimination 
exists in the university's 
various departments They 
complained that Canadian 
students ignored them and 
even look down upon them. 

A Hong Kong science 
student commenting on dis- 
crimination said. "My class- 
mates simply avoid me. they 
won't easily talk to me 

When it comes to renting 
an apartment things might 
get tough for visa students. 

Many inciderts have been 
reported in the past from 
overseas students who had 
home owners discriminate 
against them and would not 
rent to them 

For example, an Iranian 
student was kicked out of 
Married Students when his 
roommate quit university 
three months before the 
school year ended 

"The administration 

would not let me stay till the 
end of the year despite the 
fact that I have a priority 
over other students since I'm 
in my fourth year", he said. 

Harrassment on a political 
basis was brought up. as well 
in this survey. 

Two Libyan students 
complained that many Cana- 
dians on campus think of 
Libyans as fanatic Kadafi 
followers and sometimes 
they label them "anarchists". 

With discrimination out 
of the way, there are still 
some arguments about how 
Canadian students see 
foreigners at Ontario's uni- 
versities. 

• Generally, it appears that 
Canadians think foreign 
students are not here for a 
good purpose .because they 
are apt to steal Canadian 



jobs. However, this in fact 
may not be the case. 

In a survey conducted at 
U of T, from the 100 visa 
students asked if they aim to 
stay in canada after gradua- 
ting, 99 percent said that 
they will go back to their 
countries. 

Some Canadian students 
also believe that foreign 



ceilings .on enrolment for 
foreign students in all highly 
competitive faculties", the 
report says. This is substan- 
tiated by the fact that U of T, 
for example, admits no more 
than 12 overseas students 
into it's Medical School per 
year Also, Dentistry and 
Pharmacy programs of many 
universities are closed to 




students have first priority to 
be accepted in an Ontario 
university because they pay 
more A Canadian, Lauren- 
tian Political Science student 
said. "If a foreign and a 
Canadian high school gra- 
duate have the same 
average, a university admi- 
nistration prefers to accept 
the foreigner because he'll 
pay differential tuition fees, 
therefore more money. ' 

This is an interesting 
opinion but it is hard to 
believe that the Ontario 
school system discriminates 
against it's own people on an 
economic basis to tavour 
visa students. 

The Ontario Federation of 
Students (OFS) in a paper' 
dated May 10, 1983, reports 
that visa students don't dis- 
place Canadians "There are 
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foreign students, unless an 
international agencv spon- 
sors them 

A question that might be 
now considered is of what 
benefit visa students are to 
Ontario and, of course, to 
Sudbury There are several 
answers. 

First of all visa students 
are of intellectual impor- 
tance. By having interna- 
tional students here, a cross- 
culture exchange is achieved 
and the cultural pool'" of the 
university and its community 
is enriched A great deal of 
value is added to the quality 
of education by means of 
research, scholarships and 
creation of new knowledge 
by visa students Second, 
International students make 
a fairly big contribution to 
Sudbury's economy and to 



Ontario's economy as a 
whole 

Immigration requires, 

$6,000 per year over and 
above tutiton fees from visa 
students This money is spent 
on living accomodations, 
necessities, and entertain- 
ment Based on this number, 
the 216 foreign students at 
Laurentian contribute 

$1,296,000 (the figure was 
$1,692,000 in 1982-83) to 
Sudbury's economy. 

However, it is not only 
Sudbury that benefits from 
visa student expenditures. 
Statistics Canada reports 
show that the total input to 
the Ontario economy from 
foreign students reached 
$112,482,000 in 1982-83. 

As a whole, visa students 
attending university, college 
and . high school brought 
$207,612,000 into the pro- 
vince in the same school 
year.. But these are only 
average figures 

A study involving 500 
International students, con- 
ducted by Dr R Green, an 
economist at the University 
of Waterloo, showed that the 
average expenditure of a visa 
student was $7,500 a year in 
1984 

Dr Green calculated that 



$12 46 million was generated 
into the Windsor economy, 
$2.12 million into Sudbury's 
economy and a total of 
$140 61 million into the pro- 
vince. Furthermore 
Dr. Green's survey showed 
that the total money input 
Canada wide came up to 
$454,747,000. 

In another report released 
by its research department , 
OFS states that visa students' 
contribution to the Ontario 
economy is of vital value and 
the provincial government 
cannot really afford to loose 
them. 

"Imagine what problems 
would be created if a corpo- 
ration were to inject over 
$200 million in a provincial 
economy and then threaten 
to withdraw", the report says 

Concluding on visa stu- 
dents issues, it is worth 
saying that foreign students' 
problems and contributions 
should not be ignored. A 
better understanding of their 
difficulties they face in Onta- 
rio as well as realizing what 
they offer to the university 
and the community will cer- 
tainly help to establish better 
Foreign-Canadian students 
relations.

WINNIPEG(CUP)- A Univer- 
sity of Winnipeg professor is 
taking legal action against a 
men's consciousness-raising 
group which accused him of 
sexually harassing his female 
students. 

Biology professor John 
Conroy refused to comment 
on allegations of sexual 
harassment detailed in 300 
copies of a leaflet entitled 
"Biology Professor, This Man 
Harasses Women" and distri- 
buted on campus Jan. 7 by 
the 12-member action com- 
mittee against sexism 

The leaflet accuses 
Conroy of showing "exploita- 
tive pictures of women and 
(making) harassing com- 
ments about rape and incest 
in class." 

Grace-Edward Galabuzi, 
student council vice-presi- 
dent academic, says three of 
the professors' students filed 



a formal grievance against 
him in December. The griev- 
ance alleges that Conroy 
used offensive remarks such 
as "How do you make a 
Hormone? Don't pay her." 

Last week Conroy apolo- 
gized to his class, saying he 
was sorry if he had offended 
anyone. He did not admit 
using sexist language and 
claimed he had not been 
informed of the complaints 
before the leafletting. 

The action of the two year 
old collective, however, has 
not received student coun- 
cil's approval. Council presi- 
dent Gaylene Van Dusen said 
the council would not have 
approved the leaflets if it had 
seen them in advance.

Making the Decision 



diseases and illnesses caused 
by defective genes. It also 
holds great potential for 
serious misuse. 

Long before we are able to 
treat most hereditary ill- 
nesses, however, the cry is 
being heard for mass genetic 
screening of the population. 
Geneticists hope to reduce 
the 'burden' people with 
these diseases are said to 
impose on society. Remarks 
one biologist ruefully, "The 
results (of the screening) will 
be run through a computer, 
and a license to reproduce 
will then be issued on the 
basis of a passing grade with 
respect to his or her genes." 

Those who want manda- 
tory screening argue that 
only a compulsory system 
would be effective. Speaking 
at the 1979 National Sympo- 
sium on Genetics and the 
Law, ethicist Joseph Fletcher 
said there are "more typhoid 
Marys carrying genetic 
diseases than infectious- 
diseases. We have the obliga- 
tion to prevent their birth," 
he insisted, and if parents 
won't cooperate, then "coer- 
cive or compulsory control is 
justified." 

And what of the diseased 
children who are born? What 
will be society's reaction 
when they slip through the 
screen for one reason or 
another? Sadly, they are 
often looked upon as mis- 
takes who never should have 
been born, defective pro- 
ducts... 

To ethicist Daniel Calla- 
han, this relatively recent 
hardening of attitudes is a 
major step backward. Once, 
he recalls, the belief pre- 
vailed "that society as a 
whole should share the 
burden of caring for the 
defective, that the parents or 
family should not be left with 
the sole responsibility for his 
care and survival..." This 
ethic affirmed "a joint 
sharing of responsibility by 
all and for all, so that those 
least equipped by nature or 

But as the bonds of com- 
munity and responsibility 
have weakened in modern 
society, the genetically 
diseased and deformed are 
being thought of in some 
quarters as just another pol- 
lution problem, second class 
citizens who need not have 
been, and who would not 
have been, if only someone 
had gotten to them in time. 



Regretfully noting the 
spread of this outlook, some 
are beginning to ask, "What 
price are we willing to pay 
for the perfect baby?" By our 
increasing use of genetic 
.screening, amniocentesis 
and abortion on demand, the 
social and moral costs are 
steadily rising. How soon will 
they inflate to prohibitive 
heights? 

This principle that defec- 
tives should not be born, is 
one that has no limits, like a 
warm bath that heats up so 
imperceptibly you don't 
know when to scream. 

Where do we draw the 
line between defective and 
normal? When screening 
becomes standard medical 
practice, theologian Paul 
Ramsey warns, the criteria 
for normality are bound to be 
upgraded, while the level of 
care for abnormals is at the 
same time downgraded. 

There are even those who 
today advocate the ^intro- 
duction of infanticide. 
Writes Gerald Leach in his 
book, The Biocrats, "It may 
be that two or three days' or 
weeks' 'probationary life' 
should be accepted as a 
period during which doctors 
could check for defects and 
parents could decide 
whether of not they wanted 
to keep and rear a damaged 
baby." 

Impossible? Society made 
nearly as radical a turnabout 
in the past decade, shifting 
from a strongly anti-abortion 
position to its full accept- 
ance, using the same type of 
dating shift to declare a child 
human later in its develop- 
ment. It is not inconceivable 
that our pursuit of quality 
might someday lead in the 
horrifying direction of infan- 
ticide. 

We stand at the cross- 
roads in human history, and 
few seem willing-or able-to 
decide which way to go. 
Faced with the greatest 
moral and religious chal- 
lenge of our lifetime, all of us 
have a vital need to be 
informed about the present 
progress and future possibili- 
ties of this awesome science, 
ready to take action before 
our destiny is sealed for us. 
The decisions we make today 
will have profound implica- 
tions for the future of the 
family, marriagp anri thp 
meaning of life. Think about 
it!
